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New homes on the horizon? 


Developers unveil revised plans for scaled-down version of Harlow North 


PLANS for a sprawling new 
housing development on land 
north of Harlow are back on the 
agenda this week after develop¬ 
ers unveiled revised plans for a 
10,000-home scheme. 

New landowner Places For 
People - which purchased the 
site from Ropemaker Properties 
last month - wants to build a 
“necklace of villages” on the bor¬ 
der between Harlow and East 
Herts. 

The “not-for-dividend” firm has 
pledged to invest heavily in 
infrastructure improvements, 
and claims the Gilden Park 
Estate development - which 
would include new schools, GP 
surgeries, shops and expansive 
parkland - would be the answer 
to Harlow’s “chronic” housing 
shortage while helping to accom¬ 
modate the town’s future growth. 

Mary Parsons, group director of 
business development at Places 
For People, told the Star the 
draft plans addressed many of 
the concerns raised by oppo¬ 
nents of earlier proposals for the 
site, most of which centred 
around the potential impact of 
such a large development on the 
character of neighbouring vil-

lages including Eastwick, Gilston 
and High Wych. 

“We understand the issues 
raised about previous larger 
scale proposals and we have lis¬ 
tened and responded to local 
concerns,” she said. 

“We know there is housing 
need on both sides of the River 
Stort, as confirmed by both East 
Hertfordshire and Harlow Coun¬ 
cil. Places for People is commit¬ 
ted not just to building the hous¬ 
es themselves but proposing 
investment in roads, utilities, 
schools, green space and other 
facilities that these communities 
will need to thrive - and to help 
Harlow’s regeneration.” 

She argued that concentrating 
large-scale development in one 
corner of the Green Belt sur¬ 
rounding East Herts was a more 
sustainable approach to meeting 
housing need than “piecemeal 
development” across the region. 

“It is important that these new 
homes are built in the right loca¬ 
tions with the investment into 
local services to support them

not just today, but for generations to 
come,” she added. 

Harlow Council leader Mark 
Wilkinson said the authority broad¬ 
ly welcomed the plans but stressed 
that its support for the development 
would hinge on the developers’ abil¬ 
ity to deliver the necessary infra¬ 
structure improvements. 

“Harlow Council has long seen the 
merits of growth to the north of 
Harlow as an urban extension of the 
town and as part of the Harlow com¬ 
munity,” he told the Star. 

“However, any such development 
must deliver the infrastructure 
improvements required to support 
any such growth and contribute to 
the regeneration of Harlow as a 
whole. 

“For the council to support any 
formal proposals it will need to be 
convinced about how these condi¬ 
tions can be met.” 

Places For People plan to launch a 
major public consultation on the 
plans later this month. 

Ms Parsons added: “We hope that 
people will consider our proposals 
on what is actually being offered 
now, not what might have been pro¬ 
posed before. 

“We look forward to sharing our 
latest ideas with local people over 
the coming months.” 

Polls open for 
election battle 

VOTERS go to the polls today 
(Thursday) as candidates lock horns 
in Essex County Council elections. 

In Harlow, 22 hopefuls from six 
different political parties will be 
battling it out for four seats at 
County Hall - one each in Harlow 
North and Harlow South East 
divisions and two in Harlow West. 

Currently three of the seats are 
held by the Conservatives and one 
by Labour. 

Polling booths opened at 7am this 
morning and close at 10pm. 

Voters in Harlow West, where there 
are two seats available, will be asked 
to cast two votes. 

Ballot papers will be counted later 
tonight, with the results of the vote 
expected to be announced in the 
early hours of tomorrow (Friday) 
morning.

Routine check-up 
saves Martin’s life 


WHEN Martin Harvey headed 
out to the local supermarket to 
do his weekly shop, little did he 
know it would be a trip that 
would ultimately save his life. 

Pushing his trolley back 
through the car park at Church 
Langley Tesco, the 59-year-old 
caretaker spotted a mobile health 
unit offering free NHS check-ups 
- and decided to take the plunge. 

It would prove to be the most 
important decision the dad-of- 
one had ever made because the 
routine check revealed his heart 
was so weak he wouldn’t have 
lived to see his 60th birthday. 

“The nurse told me my pulse 
rate was so low I could have been 
Usain Bolt,” said Martin, of 
Willowfield, Harlow. “I couldn’t 
believe what I was hearing, 

“I felt absolutely fine and had 
always thought of myself as being 
quite fit.” 

He was advised to visit his GP

immediately, who told the shell¬ 
shocked Kier Harlow worker he 
needed to see a cardiologist as a 
matter of urgency. 

“When I went into hospital for 
the assessment, the consultant 
told me unless I had a pacemaker 
fitted within the next couple of 
weeks I wouldn’t live to see my 
next birthday. 

“It was hard for me to accept 
there was anything wrong with 
me. The only symptom I had was 
feeling a bit tired in the evenings, 
which I’d always put down to get¬ 
ting older. 

“But every time I had another 
ECG, my pulse rate was dropping, 
and went as low as 32 beats per 
minute before I had the opera¬ 
tion.” 

Within four weeks of the initial 
health check, Martin was on the 


operating table having life-sav¬ 
ing surgery. 

“Words can’t express how grate¬ 
ful I am to those nurses at the 
mobile health unit,” he said. “I 
owe my life to them,and I would 
urge anyone of my age to get 
themselves checked out. 

“Like me, many people will 
have walked past one of those 
units and thought ‘maybe next 
time’. But if I hadn’t gone in I 
wouldn’t be here today.” 

Operated by community 
healthcare organisation Anglian 
Community Enterprise, the 
mobile check-ups are available 
free for anyone aged between the 
ages of 40 and 74. 

Last year, the ACE mobile 
health unit carried out more 
than 3,000 tests across West 
Essex.

With the development of the 
Enterprise Zone and the creation of 
over 3,000 new jobs, these workers will 
need homes as well. The best solution 
was, and remains, Harlow North. 

So whilst the council currently 
isn’t able to agree with Mr Gray, we 
acknowledge and respect his Stop 
Sumners West campaign and look 
forward to future open-minded and 
honest discussions for the mutual 
interest of Harlow.

SIR, Councillor Michael Garnett’s 
views on “under-occupation” require 
some qualification C Letters , April 18). 
I’m sure that he realises that a 
significant proportion of tenants who 
are under-occupying larger council 
properties are older people. Some will 
probably be pensioners who would not 


be affected by the so-called ‘bedroom 
tax’ anyway 

Of course it would make financial 
sense for them to downsize into 
less expesive property - if suitable 
alternatves were available - which 
no doubt many older people would 
like to do. But it is not surprising that 
they are reluctant to exchange what has 
been a family home with a garden 
for a small flat, possibly on an upper 
floor in a large block. 

The fact is that Harlow’s dire housing 
shortage includes a shortage of smaller 
properties suitable for older people. 

The Harlow Development Corporation 
and the council made very good 
provision in the past, but not enough. 
Current developments have a minimal 
proportion of ‘affordable’ rented 
properties, few of them suitable for 
older residents. 

I’m one of the lucky ones. In 2011, 
taking advantage of the council’s 
incentive scheme, I moved from a 
three-bed house into a one-bed 
bungalow. 

I should add that I was one of 43 
bidders for the property. I’m told this 
was a relatively small number but 
it gives some idea of the potential 
demand by people wishing to 
downsize.

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Taxpayers to foot bill for 
dean-up as travellers leave

TRAVELLERS who set up an ille¬ 
gal camp on Latton Common 
were finally forced to vacate the 
site on Sunday - but not before 
dumping more than a tonne of 
rubbish on the land. 

The group, who arrived in 
Harlow weeks ago to attend a 
weekend wedding at the Maypole 
Sports & Social Club on London 
Road, were left with no choice but 
to move on after Harlow Council 
secured a court order for posses¬ 
sion of the land. 

The papers were served to the 
travellers on Friday and by 
Sunday afternoon the convoy of 
20-plus caravans had gone. 

But no sooner had the group left 
than the huge scale of the clean¬ 
up operation needed in their 
wake became clear, with piles of 
rubbish including used nappies, 
empty gas canisters and bin bags 
crammed full of household waste 
scattered across the common.

Kebab shop faces 
fine for employing 
illegal immigrant 

A HARLOW kebab shop could be forced 
to swallow a fine of up to £10,000 after 
the UK Border Agency arrested one of its 
employees for allegedly breaching his 
visa conditions. 

Officers raided Caspian’s Grill House, 
in Market Square, on Thursday after 
receiving information that the man may 
be working illegally. 

Checks revealed that the 26-year-old 
Pakistani national - who was working as 
a delivery driver - was in breach of his 
visa conditions. 

He has since been taken into 
immigration detention as he awaits 
deportation. 

The eatery is now facing a fine of up to 
£10,000 for employing an illegal worker. 

The restaurant will only be able to 
swerve the charge if it can prove that 
appropriate employment checks were 
carried out before taking the employee 
on. 

Debra Johnson from Home Office 
Immigration Enforcement said: “Teams 
across the country carry out operations 
like this on a daily basis. 

“There is no hiding place for offenders 
and we will seek to remove anyone who 
we find to be in the UK illegally. 

“I would urge any member of the 
public withw information about 
suspected immigration abuse to get in 
touch with us immediately.”

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Bank cashier convicted of housing benefits fraud 


A PART-time bank cashier has 
been convicted of conning Harlow 
Council out of almost £14,000 in a 
housing benefits scam. 

Nicola Adediran (38), formerly of 
Sakins Croft, was found guilty of 
making false representations to 
unlawfully obtain £13,883 from 
the authority between 2010 and 
2011. 

The mum-of-three - now living in 
Romford - denied all the charges 
which included making a false 
declaration in respect of her rela¬ 
tionship with her landlord, falsely 
claiming she did not own any 
property, falsely declaring she had 
no other income and failing to 
declare four bank accounts. 

But it took a jury at Chelmsford 
Crown Court just over a hour to 
convict her. She has now been 
made the subject of a 12-month 
community order and told to com¬ 


plete 250 hours of unpaid work. 

As he sentenced Adediran, 
recorder Ian Evans said he thought 
her estranged husband - Vincent 
Adediran Lawrence - had played a 
major part in the deception. 

“I accept that behind all this is Mr 
Adediran who is probably pulling 
the puppet strings,” he said. “I 
suspect he is a very controlling 
man.” 

His comments came after her 
barrister Charles Conway told the 
court Mr Adediran - who is now 
separated from his wife and was 
not standing trial - was behind the 
fraud. 

“Behind all this there is a dishon¬ 
est husband,” he said. “This hus¬ 
band has plagued her life.” 

The defendant claimed the cou¬ 
ple had paid the landlord of the 
property in Sakins Croft in cash 
until they separated, yet prosecu¬ 


tor Richard Kelly told the court the 
landlord was in fact Mr Adediran, 
who had bought the house in 
September 2006 under the name of 
Victor Lawrence. 

He asked Adediran if it hadn’t 
struck her as “an extraordinarily 
remarkable coincidence” that her 
husband was living in a house 
where the owner happened to have 
the same name, to which she 
replied: “I didn’t take any notice of 
it at the time.” 

The court also heard that Barnet 
Council had paid the Adedirans 
around £1,200 a month for a flat in 
East Linchley which the couple 
purchased in 2004. 

Neither the flat nor the income 
was ever declared to Harlow 
Council, and resulted in the 
authority paying Adediran £13,883 
of housing benefit she was not enti¬ 
tled to, the prosecution claimed. 



Tesco depot staff 
plan strike action 


STAFF fighting plans to close 
Tesco’s fresh food depot in the 
Pinnacles are set to go on strike 
as the bitter row over changes 
to their pay and conditions 
rumbles on. 

Employees and workers’ 
union USDAW is currently bal¬ 
loting for industrial action 
against the supermarket giant, 
which plans to shut down its 
Harlow distribution centre and 
move staff to a new depot in 
Dagenham on reduced pay. 

USDAW Divisional Counsellor 
Phil Waite has also started an 
online petition - which has 
already received over 600 signa¬ 
tures in just 12 days - calling for 
a change in the law to force 
companies to honour employ¬ 
ees’ contracts when moving 
workers from one site to 
another. 

Mr Waite, who is also a 
member of Harlow Council’s 
Labour cabinet, said: “We are 
currently undergoing a ballot 
which will establish whether 
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our members are keen to take 
strike action. 

“From speaking to workers we 
believe around 90 per cent of 
employees will be keen to take 
part. 

“Tesco’s compromise has 
been to protect employee’s pay 
for one year which will then be 
reduced over a period of time. 

“This means that in five years, 
members would be earning a 
third less than what they are 
paid now - and this is on top of 
a 50 mile round-trip from the 
Dagenham site to their homes 
in Harlow. 

“It’s the only compromise 
Tesco have offered us 


and we hope that a strike and 
the current petition will make 
Tesco treat their workers - many 
of whom have given over 24 
years of service to the company 
- like they deserve to be treated. 

A Tesco spokesperson said: 
“We have made an enhanced 
offer to colleagues at Harlow 
which includes improved pay¬ 
ment protection if they take up 
new jobs at Dagenham. 

“They are currently being bal¬ 
loted on that offer, which we 
hope will be accepted. We are 
committed to keeping as many 
colleagues in work as possible, 
and that continues to be the 
focus of our approach.”

‘Small-scale’ 
drug dealers 
spared prison 


A COUPLE who converted part of their 
garage into a cannabis farm have 
walked free from court after convinc¬ 
ing the judge they were only “small- 
scale” drug dealers. 

John Tone (57) and Elaine Croft (56), of 
Malkin Drive, Harlow, told St Albans 
Crown Court they only grew the class C 
drug to supply themselves and a relative. 

They were caught after police out film¬ 
ing with a BBC camera crew in 
Sawbridgeworth stopped Tone’s van 
on November 26 last year. 

Noticing a “strong smell” of 
cannabis”coming from inside 
the vehicle, officers searched 
the van and found 10 wraps of 
the drug stashed in the foot- 
well, prosecutor Beverley 
Cripps told the court. 

Police arrested Tone and then 
went to search the home he shares 
with Croft. There they found small 
amounts of the drug inside the house 
and 24 cannabis plants growing in the 
garage. 

Tone pleaded guilty to being concerned 
in the supply of cannabis and possessing 
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cannabis with intent. Croft admitted 
supplying cannabis, producing 24 can¬ 
nabis plants and possessing 18.6 grams 
of cannabis. The court heard neither 
had been in trouble before. 

William Noble, representing Croft, 
said she had made “full and frank 
admissions” to the police. 

He said she had only been supply¬ 
ing cannabis to a relative on a 
“small scale”. 

Jonathan Akinsanya, 
appearing for Tone, said his 
client was “distraught” at 
appearing in court for the 
first time in his life and was 
extremely sorry for what hap¬ 
pened. 

Judge Stephen Gullick gave Croft 
12 months’ supervision and ordered her 
to carry out 150 hours of unpaid work, 
pay £100 costs and a £60 statutory sur¬ 
charge. Tone was given a 12-month con¬ 
ditional discharge and ordered to pay 
£100 costs and a £15 surcharge.”

Seven-year ban for owner 
guilty of neglecting her dog 


A DOG owner whose pet 
Staffordshire Bull Terrier had to 
be put down because it was so 
badly cared for has been banned 
from keeping animals for seven 
years. 

Vicki Whelan (28), of Copshall 
Close, Harlow, pleaded guilty to 
five offences in a prosecution 
brought by the RSPCA. 

Chelmsford Magistrates Court 
heard that the eight-year-old dog 
called Fizz had mange and a flea 
infestation and had scratched off 
all her hair. She also had eye and 
ear infections, was blind and 
deaf, had two untreated mam¬ 
mary tumours and her skin also 
showed signs of mould. 

Whelan admitted four offences 
of causing unnecessary suffering 
between October 30, 2012 and 
January 30 this year by failing to 
provide proper veterinary care

for Fizz’s skin condition, eye and 
ear infections and tumours. She 
also pleaded guilty to failing to 
provide Fizz with a routine para¬ 
site control programme. 

RSPCA prosecutor Stuart 
Cooper said that after a con¬ 
cerned member of the public 
contacted the charity, an inspec¬ 
tor visited Whelan and found the 
dog in an appalling state. 

“She had scratched her skin 
off,” he said. “She had an eye 
condition where the lower eyelid 
was growing inwards into the 
eye. She had mange and a flea 
infestation. She had growths in 
both ears which caused her to be 
deaf. She was blind because of 
the eye problem. The two mam¬ 
mary tumours were visible to the 


naked eye.” | 

The court heard that Fizz had 
been in that condition for three 
months. Although the RSPCA 
took her to a vet straight away she 
had to be put down. 

In mitigation, mother-of-four 
Whelan said the family had had 
Fizz for a number of years but she 
had been left responsible for her 
when her ex-partner moved out. 

She said she knew the dog had a 
lot of health issues but was wor¬ 
ried it might be put down and so 
did not seek help. 

Whelan said she had purchased 
some products to treat Fizz but 
didn’t realise her condition was 
as bad as it was. 

In addition to the ban, the mag¬ 
istrates imposed a 12-month 
community order with 100 hours 
of unpaid work. She was also 
ordered to pay £210 costs.

Tributes to lensman who 
helped launch the Star

ANTHONY ‘Greg’ Gregory, the pho¬ 
tographer whose pictures helped to 
launch the Harlow Star more than 
30 years ago, has died. 

Greg was a larger-than-life char¬ 
acter whose irrepressible humour 
and photographic skill resulted in a 
lifetime of stunning newspaper 
photos. 

Harlow took him to its heart when 
he became involved in the produc¬ 
tion of the Star in July 1980 - a time 
when the concept of free newspa¬ 
pers was still very new. 

Thousands of copies of the paper 
began dropping through the town’s 
letterboxes and each copy bore 
Greg’s trademark “fill the page” 
photos. 

Mike Daniell, the Star’s first edi¬ 
tor, said: “We started the newspa¬ 
per out of the back of a car. - we 
didn’t even have premises - but 
when the idea was first put to me 
there was absolutely no doubt in my 
mind who was the man for the job.” 

Mike (76) added: “ At that time we 
didn’t even know if the Star would 
last a week, but somehow Greg real¬ 
ly took to Harlow and Harlow took 
to him, perhaps because of his out¬ 
going personality. He was excep¬ 
tionally good at making people he 
had never met before feel at ease.” 

The Star soon moved into cramp¬ 
ed premises at Wych Elm where 
Greg developed his pictures in a tiny 
darkroom nicknamed ‘The Tardis’. 


Wendy Nottage, who became Star 
news editor in 1981, recalled: “Greg 
was unique. He was funny, brave, 
determined and often downright 
outrageous, but he always came 
back with brilliant shots ... and he 
never missed a deadline. 

“Greg is still the best photogra¬ 
pher I have ever worked with. 


Wendy (55) added: “He was simply 
‘Greggers’. I loved him dearly and 
can’t quite believe he has gone, but 
his beautiful, talented pictures are 
his legacy and will ensure he will 
never be forgotten.” 

Hazel, Greg’s wife of almost 30 
years, told how he got his break into 
press photography by being in the 


right place at the right time. 

She said: “He was working as a 
civil servant and a part-time pho¬ 
tographer near Harrow and 
Wealdstone station in 1952 when 
three trains collided and there was 
the most terrible disaster. 

“Of course, Greg always had his 
camera on him so he stayed at the 
station for three whole days record¬ 
ing every aspect of the disaster. His 
pictures were used by ah the 
national newspapers. 

“However, I only found out quite 
recently that he didn’t just take 
photos but helped rescue several 
people who were trapped in the 
trains. He never talked about that.” 

Greg was then catapulted into his 
newspaper career and worked at 
the Harrow Observer, Watford 
Observer and Herts Advertiser for 
more than 20 years before joining 
the Star. 

Born in 1921 in Manchester and 
educated in North London, he 
started his working life as a signal 
box lad which sparked a lifelong 
love of trains. During the Second 
World War he served in the RAF in 
England and India. 

He remained a member of the 
Royal Air Force Association until 
his death from a heart attack on 
Saturday, April 20. 

His funeral will be held at 2pm on 
Tuesday (May 7) at West Herts 
Crematorium in north Watford.

Hamdi grew up 
milking sheep at 
his family's 
dairy farm in 
eastern Turkey.

Hamdi relocated to New York City in 1994 to 
learn English. Uncomfortable in the city, he 
moved upstate, where he found farm work while 
attending classes at The State University of 
New York. After a visit from his father, who 
complained about American feta cheese, 
Ulukaya started a company in Johnstown to 
make feta for restaurants and food distributors. 


One day in 2004, as he was tidying his office, 
Hamdi came across a postcard advertising a 
yoghurt plant that Kraft Foods was closing 
down. The next day, Hamdi drove to South 
Edmeston and visited the plant, an 84-year-old 
facility, where Philadelphia cream cheese was 
invented. The walls were splotchy gray, and the 
equipment was old but Hamdi wanted it 
anyway. In August 2005, with the help of a 
loan, he bought it. His first employees were four 
ex-Kraft workers and Mustafa Dogan, a yoghurt 
maker from Turkey and close family friend. 

Greek yoghurt is known in Europe and Asia as 
"strained" because whey—the water left after 
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milk has been cultured—is filtered out, resulting 
in a thicker, creamier product. It takes a litre of 
milk to produce a litre of regular yoghurt, but it 
takes three litres to make one litre of Chobani! 
On a business trip, the name Chobani—a 
variation on goban, Turkish for shepherd— 
popped into Hamdi's head. For months, he and 
Mustafa did nothing but experiment different 
recipes for the perfect pot of Chobani yoghurt. 
After about 18 months of trial and error—and a 
great many batches of not so good yoghurt— 
Hamdi and Mustafa hit on the right recipe. 

Chobani couldn't afford to advertise, so the 
packaging became almost as important as the 
yoghurt itself. Bin bags full of sample pots piled 
up in Hamdi's office. "People say, 'It's yoghurt, 
who cares?' But there's emotion to it," he says. 
"You can make this a moment: the opening of 
it, the eating of it, the experience. I spent so 
much time on every single detail..." 

In October 2007, Hamdi and his staff finished 
packing the first order of Chobani: 300 cases of 
peach, strawberry, and blueberry for a 
supermarket on Long Island, New York. At the 
time, Danone and Yoplait claimed 71 percent of 
the U.S. yoghurt market. Greek yoghurt had 2 
per cent. Hamdi waited an anxious week before 
calling the Long Island supermarket to see how 
sales were going. The news couldn't have been 
better: not only had customers returned for 
more Chobani, but they were also telling 
friends. The grocer ordered 300 more cases. By 
the middle of 2009, Chobani was selling 
200,000 cases a week. 

In 2009, Chobani's projections warranted a 
doubling of weekly production to 400,000 
cases. But Hamdi worried that such a jump in 
production would be like kicking two large 
sleeping dogs, Yoplait and Danone. "It's very 
dangerous territory," he says. "For a startup, 
you need to stay small so the others don't 
attack, or you aim to be one of the big guys. If 


you don't do it right, you might lose 
everything." He decided Chobani would gear up 
to produce not 400,000 but 1 million cases a 
week. 

The challenges of growing fast are clear at 
Chobani's original factory, a labyrinth of vast 
rooms connected by an Escher-like web of 
stairways, doors, and an enclosed bridge. 

Mustafa, whose official title is Yoghurt Master, 
roams the plant tasting yoghurt and fruit at 
various stages of production. He says he eats 
around 2kg of yoghurt a day. Asked what else is 
in his diet, he smiles, "Black tea". 

As orders rose to 1.2 million cases a week in 
2011, Hamdi wanted to branch out into 
different flavours and packages, but his sole 
plant was already going all-out. In December, 
Hamdi started building a $450 million plant in 
Twin Falls. At around a million square feet, it's 
the largest yoghurt plant in the world, Hamdi 
says. The plant has the capacity to produce at 
least 1 million cases of yoghurt weekly. 

As well as a new plant that year, Chobani 
opened a cafe in SoHo, New York. Consumers 
can try exotic combinations like plain yoghurt 
with pistachios, chocolate, honey, oranges, and 
mint—and Chobani can gauge which ones 
might work in the mass market. "There's a new 
kind of strategy so that everyone feels loved". 

Ulukaya vows that Chobani will remain 
independent, "..so I can run the company the 
way I want to. I didn't get into this just to get 
an exit," he says. "I love what I'm doing." 

Chobani has delivered against consumer 
expectations. Eating Chobani isn't about any 
one thing but many—from the label to the pot, 
to the stuff inside. Hamdi says, he "..thought 
through the buying experience." 
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In October 2012 Chobani started selling its thick and creamy yoghurt in selected Tesco's nationwide. The range of flavours in the 170g 
single serving pot includes Black Cherry, Strawberry, Blood Orange, Pomegranate, Peach and Raspberry. It recently started selling a large 
454g pot of Plain that can be used in cooking, baking, recipe swaps (as a healthy and light replacement for butter, cream and other fats.) 
It can also be enjoyed by topping with fresh fruit, granola, nuts or whatever you fancy.

Scientists’ warning st¬ 
over rise in ‘space junk’ 


A HUGE increase in 
the amount of space 
junk is turning the 
Earth’s orbit into a 
galactic garbage tip, 
scientists have 
warned. 

A new study has 
found that the rising 
number of abandoned 
satellites and rockets 
floating above our 
planet could lead to 
serious collisions 
over the next 200 
years. 

Experts are now 
looking at ways to 
remove some of the 
debris. 

One of the most 
popular ideas has 
been suggested by a 
team of researchers 
in the UK, who have 




designed a ‘space 
harpoon’ which 
could tug the junk 
downwards so that it 
burns up in the 
atmosphere. 

There are around 
20,000 man-made 
objects currently in 


orbit that are now 
being monitored. 
About two-thirds are 
in low-Earth orbit - 
which is where most 
space missions to 
observe the planet 
operate. 

But these are just 


the tip of the 
iceberg. Moving 
around unseen are 
an estimated 500,000 
particles ranging in 
size from 1-10cm 
across, which could 
also be dangerous 
for astronauts.

THERE are few plays that 
provoke the sheer range 
of emotions stirred by Jez 
Butterworth's provocative 
paean to a lost England 

- and even fewer drama 
groups able to tease out the 
nuances of the playwright's 
spellbinding script. 

But in a performance so 
powerful it would give even 
Mark Rylance and the cast 
of Jerusalem's celebrated 
West End production a run 
for their money, Harlow 
Theatre Company managed 
to do just that under the 
skilled direction of Jane Miles 

- and then some. 

Their mesmerising take on 
this modern-day classic was 


cider-swilling dreamer Lee. 

Mike Hughes excelled as 
treacherous, close-minded 
abbatoir worker Davey, while 
Alan Jones delighted as a 
perpetually high, psycho¬ 
babbling professor. 

But special praise must

SCOTT Moore and Jon Lucas, co-writers of 
the first chapter of The HangovertrWogy, 
make their directorial debut with a raucous 
and gleefully foul-mouthed comedy that 
attempts to replicate the boozy shenanigans 
of their earlier script. 

21 & Over harnesses the reckless abandon 
of three high school friends on the night 
that the youngest member of the trio comes 
of age and can legally buy and consume 
alcohol. 

To celebrate, the pals embark on an ill- 
fated bender that includes a close encounter 
with a rampaging bull, a near-death 
experience with a swimming pool cover and 
naked humiliation at the hands of a sorority 
of enraged Latinas. 

We first meet gung-ho Miller (Miles Teller) 
and strait-laced Casey (Skylar Astin) walking 
across a campus in their birthday suits, with 


red raw buttocks and a sock apiece to spare 
their blushes. 

The film then flashes back to the previous 
day as Miller and Casey arrive at the house 
of their pal Jeff Chang (Justin Chon), who 
is turning 21. Birthday celebrations are put 
on hold because Jeff has an interview for 
medical school the next morning organised 
by his controlling father. 

But after much persuading, Jeff agrees to 
accompany Miller and Casey out on the town 
for a couple of drinks before an early night. 
Umpteen beers and shots later, the birthday 
boy is paralytic and Casey is smitten with 
a girl called Nicole (Sarah Wright), who is 
attracted to spontaneous, unpredictable men. 

Sparks of mutual attraction are doused, 
temporarily at least, so that Casey and 
Miller can carry their buddy home to his 
bed. Unfortunately, neither lad knows 
Jeff's address so they embark on a madcap 
misadventure in search of inspiration, crossing 
paths with Nicole's oafish jock boyfriend 
Randy (Jonathan Keltz), who clearly doesn't 


deserve her. 

Like The Hangover, the film bolts 
together set pieces into a fractured and 
debauched narrative. However, 21 & Over 'is 
considerably sweeter than its predecesor. 

There's a pleasing contrast between Teller's 
leader of the pack, who has a stirring speech 
to justify heavy drinking, and Astin's sensitive 
soul who risks losing the girl if he doesn't act 
impulsively for the first time in his life. 

Moore and Lucas's script treats the 
characters with affection and is peppered 
with belly laughs. They also embrace bad 
taste toilet humour, which hits a low with 
some DIY circumcision courtesy of a stuffed 
bear glued to Jeff Chang's nether regions. 

The birthday boy screams in anguish and 
men in the audience share his exquisite pain 
by wincing and crossing legs in unison.

Garden designs 
with Swedish style 


SWEDISH design goes much further than lkea r 
thanks to Swedish garden designers including 
award-winning Ulf Nordfjell, who is currently 
preparing for his forthcoming show garden at the 
RHS Chelsea Flower Show. 

Yet it is possible to bring Swedish design to 
your own garden, giving it a 
more contemporary feel with 
clean lines and good use of 
symmetry, he says. 

"Sweden doesn't really have 
the same tradition as the UK in 
terms of its gardening. England 
has a much richer history with 
many different styles, ranging 
from old and traditional 
to extremely modern,'' he 
explains. 

"In Sweden we favour clean, 
simple lines and like to create 
the feeling of space. Most 
notably, Swedish gardens must be adaptable to 
the harsh climate, so we use materials that can 
cope with that such as granite, concrete, timber 
and steel. 

"We have extreme winters and long summer 
days and so have to carefully select plants that 
can cope with these conditions. In the summer 
when it stays light until late, you can go out and 
do your gardening at 3am.'' 

Sharp lines can emphasise any structures in the 
garden and are unusual as they are so rare in 
nature. They can also draw the eye to your focal 


point, he observes. 

"One way to do this is by pruning hedges. In 
the Laurent-Perrier garden, I have pruned quercus 
hedges, which are underlined by low walls of 
travertine. These draw the attention to the 
pergola, where there is an elegant water feature. 

"Water can be a great 
way to add character 
to your garden. It adds 
movement and you can 
easily build around it. You 
can be creative and choose a 
sculpture or piece of art for 
added interest. 

"Rather than placing it 
centrally, French gardeners 
will often place statues 
to the side, which creates 
different areas of interest 
around the garden.'' 

His favourite British plants 
include Anemone 'White Swan', Iris germanica, 
stipa grasses and taxus (yew) hedges. 

His Chelsea show garden will be a 
contemporary take on a romantic garden, 
acknowledging the heritage of the family- 
owned Laurent-Perrier champagne house while 
incorporating a modern elegance. He has chosen 
simple materials such as stone, wood and metal, 
complemented by perennials in a colour palette of 
soft pinks and blues, as well as creamy oranges, 
yellows and whites. 

Perennials will be planted in blocks in different

layers, including iris, viola, dianthus, stipa and 
verbascum in full sun and thalictrum, gillenia, 
aruncus and anemones in half shade. 

Gardens in Sweden are very focused on spring, 
which takes place in April and May in southern 
Sweden and a couple of weeks from the end of 
May in the north. There's another peak of interest 
in mid-summer, but the focus tends to be on 
structural design rather than plants. 

While there is more interest in perennials these 
days, Sweden does not enjoy late-flowering 
plants that are abundant in this country, says 
Nordfjell. 

He has been inspired by many British designers, 
from Vita Sackville-West to Christopher Bradley- 
Hole, Julie Toll, Andy Sturgeon, Tom Stuart-Smith 
and Jinny Blom. 

But among his favourites is the late Ulla Molin, 
a Swedish designer renowned for introducing 
modernism in gardening by using strong 
materials, soft colours and fewer, more selective 
plants. 

His own personal favourites for each season, 
which are easily grown in this country and 
will add both colour and texture to the garden 
scene, include Cornus sanguinea 'Winter Flame' 
in winter; Scilla siberica, Helleborus nigra and 
Fritillaria meleagris 'Alba' in spring; Dicentra 
Formosa 'Aurora', Iris sibirica 'Silver Edge', 

Paeonia 'White Wings', Rosa moyesii 'Nevada' 
and Phlox paniculata 'Rosa Pastell' in summer; 
and Anemone 'Honorine Jobert' and Gentiana 
makinoi in autumn.

I T’S been a long wait but finally it’s 
here. Jaguar’s F-Type has had one 
of the longest build-ups of any car in 
recent years, but all the hype now 
has to stop and the car itself is 
required to do the talking. 

Jaguar says the F-Type is its first 
‘proper’ sports car in 52 years. As 
the name suggests, it has to follow 
in the footsteps of the E-Type. 

Massive shoes to fill, of course, 
but view one alongside the other 
and you can see lineage, not 
pastiche. 

The F-Type nods to its great- 
grandparent in the cut-off nose and 
high rear deck, but it’s a thoroughly 
modern design. 

It pulls the neat trick of looking 
sensational in a range of colours 
and the option of light or dark 
wheels gives extra scope for 
tailoring. Looks-wise, it’s a solid- 
gold hit. 

And it’s clever with it, being 
sculpted out of aluminium just like 
the bigger XJ saloon. That helps to 
keep the weight down while 
remaining as strong as a 
conventional steel structure. 

It’s a convertible only, of course, 
but the wise decision to stick with a 
fabric roof means a 12-second 
raising or lowering routine and no 
unsightly design compromises. It’s 
a strict two-seater and the boot is 
modest, but you could fit a 
generous weekend’s luggage in 


there without having to skimp. 

Approach the door and you press 
a button to pop out the flush-fitting 
door handle - a feature that keeps 
the overall design slick - and drop 
into the driver’s seat. 

It’s snug but not cramped, and 
aside from the button-covered 
steering wheel, the cabin is a lesson 
in simplicity. A row of 
straightforward switches, the 
familiar Jag touchscreen and neat 
new climate controls complete the 
job. 

The joystick-like gear lever 
encourages you to ‘fire’ it when 
selecting Drive by pushing the 
trigger-like button; a clever ploy to 
get you in the mood. 

The three-model range comprises 
of the F-Type V6, F-Type V6S and 
the top V8S. But there’s no such 
thing as an ‘entry-level’ model here. 


The only thing telling them apart is 
a discreet badge front and rear plus 
quad exhaust pipes on the V8S. 

Fire it up and there is a 
surprisingly strident crackle from 
the exhaust, another area where 
there has been effort expended to 
deliver the right kind of feel. 

Set off in the standard V6 and 
there’s an instant feeling of 
‘rightness’. The steering is quick 
and accurate but smooth, while the 
ride quality is immediately 
impressive while remaining in firm 
touch with the road. 

Left to its own devices, the eight- 
speed automatic shifts quickly and 
smoothly and you can surf along 
on the generous torque. It’s sporty, 
but it’s still a Jaguar. 

It won’t be long before you want 
to up the pace and you have a 
choice in how you go about this. A 


simple squeeze of the accelerator 
releases another chunk of torque 
while the gearbox will shift down if 
required, but ideally you’ll hit the 
switch to put it into Dynamic 
mode. 

Depending on the model, this 
opens up the exhaust, sharpens 
throttle and gearbox response, 
stiffens the suspension and reduces 
assistance to the steering. 

The most dramatic change comes 
in the noise from the exhaust. 
Squeeze the accelerator hard and 
you get a sophisticated but vocal 
rasp, and when you back off there’s 
half-a-dozen loud crackles, too. 
You’ll do it on purpose just to hear 
it over and over. 

Smooth and effortless though it 
is, the F-Type really shines when 
pressing on. The surety of its 
responses instils plenty of 


confidence, and as you start to 
push it harder through challenging 
bends, it just keeps on gripping, 
staying flat and controlled 
whatever the surface is doing. 

It deals with broken surfaces 
remarkably well, but you can tweak 
all the individual Dynamic settings 
and soften the suspension again if 
desired. Even if you don’t, it’s never 
harsh. 

It’s unquestionably fast, too. The 
F-Type starts with 335bhp, and if 
you never sampled the more 
powerful versions, you’d think it 
was plenty. 

With eight gears to flick through, 
the supercharged V6 spins up 
quickly and always has torque to 
spare. If you can spare the extra 
cash, the 375bhp of the V6S is 
welcome. 

On the other hand, the V8S is a 
monster; the chassis is more than 
capable of coping with almost 
490bhp, and the resulting 
acceleration, speed and noise are 
truly breathtaking - it’s a devilish 
delight. 

We’ve waited patiently for the 
F-Type and been thoroughly 
primed for its arrival, but the truth 
is Jaguar has delivered a truly 
superb car. It has the looks and 
performance beyond what you 
might hope for, but better than 
that, it also rides superbly, is easy 
to use and has some smart design. 

For sports cars at least, 2013 
belongs to Jaguar.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Hands were tied 
by budget deficit 

More cash needed for promotion bid says Hawks No.2

HAWKS assistant boss 
Paul West-Hook is con¬ 
vinced the football club 
owners must stump up 
much more cash if the 
first team is to challenge 
for promotion next sea¬ 
son. 

An awful campaign 
ended on Saturday with a 
miserable 4-0 home loss to 
play-off qualifiers 
Thamesmead Town. 

The Londoners had rest¬ 
ed five key players ahead of 
their play-off semi-final 
against Witham Town on 
Tuesday, but were still too 
strong for Harlow Town. 

After a couple of years 
battling hard for a play-off 
spot, Harlow’s chiefs cut 
the budget dramatically 
last summer, which 
prompted this miserable 
season as Danny 
Chapmen’s men finished 
second from bottom in 
Ryman League division 
one north. 

They were just five points 
off relegation, although 
they were hit by a 10-point 
deduction for financial 
irregularities earlier in the 
season. 

However, Hawks will 
head into the new season 
looking for their first vic¬ 
tory in a competitive 
match for 18 games. 

There is set to be a huge 
clear out of players during 
the summer, although it 
seems certain Chapman 
will remain in charge. 

Harlow scored fewer 
goals (45) than the last dis¬ 
appointing season (2009- 
10) when Anthony Anstead 
and Marvin Samuel had 
spells as manager - and 
both were clearly out of 
their depth. 

Harlow scored 46 goals 
then but only accrued 15 
points as they finished 
bottom. 

West-Hook is convinced 
the lack of cash hit Harlow 




hard this term as they lost 
top players such as mid¬ 
fielder Leon Lalite, experi¬ 
ences centre-half 
Ryan Kirby, 

winger Luke 
Marshall and

He said: 

“Our hands 
were tied with 
the budget. 

Whether the 
budget changes, 
that will help 
us if it does.

comfortable in mid-table. 
We must have turned over 
70 players [this season] and 
you can’t have a revolving 
door and expect to com¬ 
pete.” 

However, West-Hook - in 
his first season as an assis¬ 
tant boss after two spells as 
physio over several years - 
felt he was equally account¬ 
able for Harlow’s miserable 
performances this term. 

“You can’t blame other 
people around you. You 
have to take responsibility. 
I have to reflect on the way 
I managed myself. Could I 
have done something dif¬ 
ferently? 

“Everyone needs to do 
that for the club,” he said. 

“People move on but the 
club will be around longer 
than them. Lessons have to 
be learned and put right for 
next season.” 


‘Embarrassed by 
Harlow Town’s 
woeful season’ 

PAUL West-Hook, the Hawks assistant 
boss and physio, admitted he was 
embarrassed by the 2012-13 Ryman 
League campaign at Harlow Town 
Football Club. 

It has been a hugely disappointing 
season for the town club, which has 
prompted calls for the manager Danny 
Chapman’s head from fans who have 
failed to see any progress. 

In mitigation, Chapman has suffered 
from a dramatic cull of the budget and 
been let down by many players who have 
either quit the club or lacked the necessary 
application and loyalty required. 

West-Hook believes the lack of leaders in 
the team is at the root of the problem and 
says the standard and attitude of non- 
League footballers today means it’s tough 
for all clubs to make progress. 

“For someone who lives in the town and 
who has been part of the club, I have been 
embarrassed by it [this season]. Some of 
the players are not proud of who they are 
playing for. They are not proud to wear the 
shirt. 

“There is a different type of player today. 
Gone are the likes of Marc Salmon, 

Sammy Winston, Danny Chapman and 
Beckett Hollenbach. They were pros. They 
had a good discipline about them. It’s a 
shame.” 

The difference when Danny Brown plays 
is evident but he has become more injury 
prone as father time takes its grip on the 
defender, who turns 33 in September. 

West-Hook said: “He has been very 
important. You coud see when he came 
back for the away game at Thamesmead - 
he rejuvenated the side. The side needed a 
leader. 

“It’s hard for the experienced players. 
They are forever coaching when they need 
to be playing their game.” 

West-Hook added: “The quality of the 
football [in the Ryman League] has gone 
down in the league over the last few 
years,” he said. 

“In the past it hurt players when they did 
not play well. They had a professional 
manner. That seems to have been lost over 
time at this level.” 
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
